_ The campaign, which opened sev- 
eral weeks ago, has resulted in 
several complaints received by the 
Better Business Bureau that solic- 
itors for the publication were using 
“high pressure” methods, in .some 
cases informing business men that 
they had been “allotted” specific 
numbers of subscriptions or a spe- 
| cific amount of advertising space. 
After investigating the complaints 
the bureau issued a precautionary 
notice in its bulletin. 

One manufacturer, who did not 
complain to the bureau, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that a can- 
vasser for “The Missouri Demo- 
crat” told him that the names of 
those who did not advertise would 
be “reported” to the State purchas- 
ing agent. The manufacturer, who 
transacts business with the State, 
nevertheless declined to advertise. 
The solicitor then told him, he said, 
that “whether the people of St. 
Louis like it or not Pendergast is 
coming down here.” 

His “Righthand Man.” 


Another manufacturer who de- 
clined to advertise said a canvas- 
ser had represented himself to be 
“Tom Pendergast’s righthand man” 
and had produced a sheaf of ‘the 
letters from State officials as cre- 
dentials. The solicitor, he added, 
demanded that he take out sub- 
scriptions for all his employes and 
announced that he would “call back 
for them later.” He has not called. 

Informed of the reports concern- 
ing methods used by his canvassers, 
Ward expressed surprise, said that 
“such tactics are unnecessary,” as- 
serted he would “fire” the first 
man he caught employing them. 

“Why, I am here to stay,” Ward 
observed, “running a_ legitimate 


business in an open way.. No co- 
ercive methods will be tolerated.” 

Asked whether presentation of a 
letter from a State official from 
whom the “prospect” hopes for busi- 
ness would not constitute a decided 
form of suasion, Ward replied: 

His Position With Prospect. 

“Well, why shouldn’t a man desire 
to stay in the good graces of the 
officials? They all read the Mis- 
souri Democrat.

His Birthday Today. 

The new Judge, who is 67 years 
old today, and a Democrat, will be 
the only St. Louis member of the 
Supreme bench. Gov. Park limited 
his choice to St. Louis because 
Judge Fitzsimmons was from this 
city. Judge Fitzsimmons, who was 
a Commissioner of the Supreme 
Court, died four days after the No- 
vember election. He had been elect- 
ed on the Democratic ticket for a 
full 10-year term to succeed Judge 
Frank E. Atwood, Republican, who 
did not seek re-election. To avoid 
any question as to the Governor's 
right to fill the place, Judge Atwood 
sent the Governor his resignation, 
effective Dec. 31. 

Coles’ active service in the St.| 
Louis bar was nearly all in the po-| 
sition of Referee in 
for the Eastern District of 
souri, which he held for more than 
35 years before his retirement in 
January, 1934. 

Studied Law in St. Louis. 

He is a native of Parkersburg, 
W. Va., and attended the Univer- 
sity of West Virginia before tak- 
ing his law course at St. Louis Law 
School, affiliated with Washington 
University, where he was in the 
graduating class of 1889. 

He practiced law until 1894, when 
he was appointed an assistant to 
the United States District Attorney. 
He was a lecturer in the law 
schools of Washington University 
and the University of Missouri up 
to 1910. 

On the day that President Mc- 
Kinley signed the National Bank- 
ruptcy Act, July 1, 1898, Federal 
Judge Elmer B. Adams appointed 
Coles to the post of Referee. Al- 
though a Democrat, he was re- 
tained in the post under Republic- 
an Judges, and presided in more 
than 7000 bankruptcy hearings. 

Some of Cases Handled. 

Large enterprises which were ad- 
ministered under his direction, as 
Referee, were the E. G. Lewis pub- 
lishing and banking properties, 
Temtor Corn and Fruit Products 
Corporation, Ferguson-McKinney 
Dry Goods Co., David Jones Co., W. 
H. Young and Bros. and Mark C. 
Steinberg & Co. 

He became known as one ‘of the 
leading .merican experts in bank- 
ruptcy laws. He took an active part 
in the examination of bankrupts, 
and frequently would take over the 
questioning of a witness from a 
lawyer, and would put queries de- 
signed to bring out the exact point 
in which he was interested. Some 
of his comments, delivered gravely 
as he peered over his_ spectacles, 
were characterized by a dry wit. 

His latest reappointment was 
made by Judge Faris in 1930. In 
submitting his resignation nearly a 
year ago, he said he wished to re- 
lax and get away from routine.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 5.—The 
maximum penalty was imposed to- 
day on four men convicted of a 
conspiracy which the Government 
charged paved the way for assassi- 
nation of a Federal prisoner and

Declaring he thought the maxi- 
mum penalty “a moderate one in- 
deed,” Judge Merrill E. Otis sen- 
tenced Richard T. Galatas, Hot 
Springs, Ark., gambler; Herbert

Frank B. (Fritz) Mulloy, Kansas 
City night club owner, and Louis 
(Doc) Stacci, Chicago night club 
operator, to serve two years in a 
Federal penitentiary and to pay a 
fine of $10,000 each for their part 
in a conspiracy to liberate Frank 
Nash, recaptured Federal convict..

now dead, Judge Otis declared that 
the conspiracy was such that “these 
defendants could not have failed to 
know that it would result perhaps, 
and very probably, in violence.” 

“It did, as a matter of fact,” the 
Judge said, “result in the shame- 
ful murders of four trusted ser- 
vants of the people. I am con- 
vinced that the women were but 
the helpless instruments of men by 
whom they were attached by the 
bonds of affection and matrimony.” 

The Judge denied motions for a 
new trial. 


Some Appeals Likely. 


The convicted men were taken to 
jail after the sentence. They have 
five days to file notice of appeal. 

Henry L. Balaban, former Assist- 
ant United States Attorney in Chi- 
cago and attorney for Mr. and Mrs. 
Galatas, reported his previous dec- 
laration that an appeal would be 
taken. William Reynolds, attorney 
for Stacci, told the court its action 
was final so far as Stacci was con-

Attorneys for 
the Farmers and Mulloy indicated 
they would appeal.

MOSCOW, Jan. 5.—Pravda, Com- 
munist party organ, asserted edi- 
torially today that an unidentified 
“big country” was behind the 
“small country” whose Consul was 
recalled, allegedly for giving money 
to Leonid Nicolaieff, executed for 
the murder of Sergei Kiroff.

KILLED, ROBBED BY MOTHER, 
SISTER HE TRIED TO SURPRISE 


Serb Returned Home _ Incognito; 
Women End Lives on Learning 
Whom They Stabbed.

ORAVISA, Yugoslavia, Jan. 5.— 
George Nikolau had been away 
from home for a long time. Hav- 
ing become wealthy (by Serb stand- 
ards) in Hungary, he decided to re- 
turn for the Serb orthodox Christ- 
mas, Jan. 7, taking with him 10,000 
dinars (about $1900) as a gift for 
his mother and sister. 

He registered, unrecognized, at a 
little inn. He planned to surprise 
his mother Christmas morning, 
identify himself, and give her the 
money. — 

The woman who kept the inn, po- 
lice said, saw the 10,000 dinars, and 
plotted with her daughter to kill 
Nikolau. The two, the police said, 
stabbed Nikolau to death as he 
slept. 

When Nikolau was identified the 
woman hanged herself. The daugh- 
ter flung herself into a well and 
drowned. They were the mother 
and sister of Nikolau.

NAZIS WAGE 
CAMPAIGN 
OF FEAR IN 


Threats of Reprisals After 


Plebiscite and Heavily 
Financed Campaign of 
Propaganda Serious 


Threat to Free Election. 


OPPOSITION VOTE OF 
30 PCT. PREDICTED 


German Front Dominates 
Situation Through Radio, 
Newspapers and Personal 
Pressure Exer ted 
Throughout Territory.

SAARBRUECKEN, Saar Basin 
Territory, Jan. 5:—(By Wireless.)— 
Thirty, perhaps 35, per cent of the 
approximately 520,000 voters of the 
Saar Territory, will turn thumbs 
down on Hitter in the election one 


week hence. 

That is the forecast of this cor- 
respondent, who has _ followed 
events of the last decade in the 


Saargebiet (Saar district), through 
the peace-promising period of Strese- 
mann and the Locarno pact down 
to the present era of Hitlerism. But 
it is pure guesswork. 

Unexpected surprises may come 
in the hysterical internecine strug- 
gle for votes in the next seven days. 
Despite repeated Nazi assurances 
of peaceful intent, tension is tight- 
ening, terrorism increasing, appre- 
hension growing. 


At the rate the opposition is 
mounting—if demonstrations and 
disorders between anti-Nazis and 


Deutsches-Fronters can be accept- 
ed as a criterion—the Common 
Front might raise the opposition 
vote to 50 per cent, if it had an- 
other fortnight and funds to carry 
on. 

Campaigning One-Sided. 

To date, the campaigning has 
been pathetically one-sided, despite 
the heroie efforts of Socialist, Cath- 
olic, trade-union, Jewish and Com- 
munist agitators, who have burned 
their bridges behind them. 

Heavily financed, even to the ex- 
tent of being able to pay round- 
trip expenses of at least 1000 voters 
from North and South America, 
the Nazis dominate the press, ra- 
dio and public forums. They have 
even succeeded in taking the edge 
off a monster demonstration in fa- 
vor of the status quo, scheduled for 
tomorrow, by demanding authoriza- 
tion to hold a Deutsches-Front 
counter-demonstration in the vi- 
cinity of the municipal stadium. 

Daily and night!y broadcasts 
from Bavarian, Wuertemberg, Pal- 
atinate and Rhineland stations, to 
name only a few, saturate the at- 


mosphere. Posters plaster the 
countryside. Villages are flag-be- 
decked. Nazi Storm Troopers, 


dressed as civilians, maintain @ 
perpetual canvass to keep vaciilla- 
ing voters in line. 

Pressure Reported Everywhere. 


Pressure, largely individual, 1s 
reported everywhere, possibly be- 
cause Berlin sees its claimed 95 per 
cent vote shrinking. International 
troops, which were tolerated a 
week ago, are now made the object 
of Nazi hatred, and their presente 
is characterized as an insult. 

“Beware ‘Die nacht der langen 
messer!’” (the night of the long 
knife) is a favorite warning of 
Deutsches-Fronters to families sus- 
pected of anti-Hitler sentiment. 

Free voting, which a neutral 
election bureau, 3000 international 
troops and the League of Nations 
plebiscite commission and govern- 
ing boards are seeking to guaran- 
tee, is well-nigh impossible. 

The balloting will be secret 
enough, and the -ount will be non- 
est.

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—As the 
preface to a $5,000,000,000 campaign 
against unemployment, the admin- 
istration turned to the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation for the 
funds to finance its next major ef- 
fort—the transition from dole to 
work relief. The RFC has nearly 
$2,000,000,000 in unexpended’ cash. 
Nearly half that amount is soon to 


be diverted to the relief program., 


That- much will keep it going until 
next November. By then, adminis- 
tration leaders expressed hope that 
the new system of providing jobs 
for the unemployed on public works 
projects of a widely varied nature 
might be well advanced. 

The public works projects will be 
financed by direct appropriations, 
with the total cost between the pres- 
ent time and the end of the next 
fiscal year, June 30, 1936, expected 
to run close to $5,000,000,000. 


Roosevelt's Estimate. 


Describing the plan to Democrat- 
ic congressional leaders, President 
Roosevelt last night roughly esti- 
mated the expense involved in the 
work-relief program at $4,000,000,- 
000 in addition to $880,000,000 to 
come from the RFC for the tide- 
over period. 

The Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration is to be supplanted 
by a new authority combining its 
functions with those of the Public 
Works Administration.

Government Seeks Records for 
Trial of Henry Oldani and 
Others Jan. 15. 


Application for subpenas duces 


tecum, requiring production of rec- 
ords relating to shipments of corn 
sugar and tin cans to Henry Olda- 
ni, once “king of St. Louis bootleg- 
gers,” was filed in Federal Court 
yesterday by Assistant United States 
District Attorney Hapke. 

Oldani, now in Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary for income tax evasion, is 
scheduled to go to trial Jan. 15, with 
about 20 others, on a charge of 
conspiracy to violate the internal 
revenue laws by the manufacture of 
illicit liquor during prohibition. 
Corn sugar is one of the principal 
ingredients of bootleg whisky. Ol- 
dani is to be brought back from 
prison for trial. 

Those for whom Hapke seeks sub- 
penas are: Robert Scally of the 
Terminal Railroad Association, rec- 
ords of carload shipments of sugar 
to Oldani, delivered to four Missis- 
sippi River, steamboats; Oscar Wag- 
ner, sales manager of Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., records of sales of sug- 
ar; W. B. Braidwood, assistant 
treasurer, Corn Products Co., rec- 
ords of sales; R. E. Collepriest, 
Frisco Railroad agent at Ste. Gene- 
vieve, records of shipments; James 
G. Thompson, Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road representative, records of 
shipments; and Vera Munch, rep- 
resentative of the American Can 
Co., records of sales. 

The conspiracy indictment has 
been suppressed, because not all of 
those named have been arrested. 

Federal agents found that in 1929 
Oldani spent $144,150 for sugar, pre- 
sumably for use in his bootlegging 
enterprises. 

Oldani was sentenced to two years 
in prison and fined $10,000 by Fed- 
eral Judge Faris in October, 1933, 
for making a false income tax re- 
turn in 1929. He reported taxable 
income of $2596 for that year. The 
Government said his taxable income 
was $392,213.

Technically, the State is avoiding a general 
revenue deficit of about $2,500,000 for the 
biennial period of 1933-1994, by not paying 
about $2,500,000 of the $4, 000,000 which 
was pledged as the State’s share of the cost 
of unemployment relief in Missouri in 1934. 
The carry-over of other unpaid claims and 
bills into the new biennium of 1935-1936 has 
been estimated at nearly $1,000,000. This 
is about the average carry-over from one bi- 
ennium to the next.

Scattered Administration 
Of Sources of Revenue. 


Administration of the State income tax, | 
property tax received by the State, falls to 
the department of the State Auditor. Inher- 
itance tax matters are supervised by the 
Treasurer and Attorney-General. Liquor con- 
trol taxes are handled by the Liquor Control 
Department and the 3.2 beer tax is collected 
by a division of the State Board of Health. 
The Tax Commission looks after the corpora- 
tion franchise tax and the county foreign in- 
surance premium tax returns. Gasoline taxes 
are collected by the State Oil Inspection De- 
partment and the automobile license fees by a 
division of the Secretary of State’s Depart- 
ment. 


Administration of numerous lesser sources 
of revenue is scattered among other State de- 
partments. 

The State derives the bulk of its revenue 
from special levies, indirect taxes, fees, li- 
censes, department and institution earnings, 
and other charges, numbering about 60 
sources, which go into special fund accounts. 
These include bond sales and bond retirement 
funds. The general revenue fund is derived 
from 35 sources, chief among them the State 
property, income, corporation franchise, in- 
heritance, county foreign insurance, liquor 
and sales taxes. 


The extent of the State’s revenues and dis- 
bursements is indicated by the fact that ex- 
penditures during the last biennial period of 
1931-1932, for all purposes, totaled $126,- 
167,520, according to the State Auditor’s re- 
port on warrants issued. Expenditures from 
all sources, for all purposes during 1933, the 
first year of the 1933-1934 biennium, totaled 
$55,896,348. 

The State has now more than 100 depart- 
ments, boards, bureaus, commissions and in- 
stitutions. Reorganization and consolidation 
of the State government, along modern busi- 
ness lines, has been promised repeatedly in 
campaign platforms of both major political 

parties, but little has been done about it by 
the Legislature. 


Hurdles in the Path wy

Major programs for reforms, originating 
with civic, business, welfare and other pub- 
lic or professional groups, usually encounter 
opposition from several sources, depending on 
the nature of the legislation.

Another factor against such programs often 
is the lack of educational preparation and cre- 
ation of public demand for reforms. Hun- 
dreds of bills are introduced in each session. 
In the hurly-burly of lawmaking and the con- 
tinual clash of opposing interests, many mem- 
bers do not take the time to study the bills in 
detail, but rely on information gained from 
others. 

A favorite device of opponents of legisla- 
tion proposing marked changes is to suggest 
the presence of “jokers,” or urge the danger 
of departure from the existing scheme of 
things, and, if the bills propose governmental 
reorganization and economies, to cry out 
against encroachment on the political prerog- 
atives of the office holders.

Fate of State Survey Commission’s 


Recommendations. 


The 1933. Legislature killed a bill propos- 
ing to create an official State Commission to 
make a thorough study of the departmental 
structure of the State government and its fis- 
cal system, and recommended consolidations 
and improved methods. 

Such a survey of the State educational, 
eleemosynary and penal institutions, and the 
State revenues, was made by a State Survey 
Commission, created by the 1929 Legislature 
for a 10-year program of rehabilitating and 
modernizing the State institutions, and addi- 
tional support for education, involving about 
$190,000,000. 

Much of this program was scrapped by the 
1931 Legislature, especially as to rehabilita- 
tion of the institutions. The Legislature did 
increase the State income tax, as a part of 
the plan. At the time it was estimated the 
higher rates would produce $10,000,000 a 
year, or more than double the former reve- 
nue from the tax. However, since 1931 the 
tax each year has produced less than 40 per 
cent of the $10,000,000 estimate. 

The 1931 Legislature also passed a new 
school law, as part of the plan, increasing the 
various State aids and allowances to public 
schools.

‘No Chance of Success. 


In spite of the liberal phrases 
of mutual assurances of good will, 
not a single nation represented at 
the conference ever intended to 
give in on any material issues— 
least of all the Power that haa 
summoned the conference. Each 
of them came there in hopes of 
picking up stray concessions for 
themselves. They had no inten- 
tion of conceding anything in re- 
turn. 

The same general observation is 
equally applicable to the defunct 
naval conference. Not one of the 
Powers represented at it ever in- 
tended to give in. The determi- 
nation of Japan to win parity was 
unalterably fixed before her dele- 
gates ever left Tokio. The inten- 
tion of America to reject that 
claim was just as deeply rooted in 
the national will. As to Britain, 
in these days we have ceased to 
associate the idea of firmness or 
clarity with British foreign policy. 
But the British public took for 
granted that our Foreign Office 
would line up with America in re- 
sistance to Japan’s new policy in 
the Pacific. So there was room 
for surrender, but none for agree- 
ment—not until there is a com- 
plete change in the handling of 
the Pacific question by the Pow- 
ers concerned. When that oc- 
curs, there will be plenty of elbow 
room for adjustment. 

The official communications 
which are usually issued whilst 
these conferences are going on, in 
order to create the impression that 
all is well, befog the public mind. 
The result is that the general pub- 
lic is at a loss to understand what 
has really happened. A _ simple 
statement of the essential facts 
will reveal the actual position. 


Equality in 5-5-3 Ratio. 


The Washington Treaty restrict- 
ed ship building of the three great 
Pacific naval Powers to the pro- 
portion of three for Japan and five 
each for the United States and 
Britain. What is not understood 
is that these proportions did not 
relegate Japan to a position of 
practical inferiority to the other 
two Powers. In fact, it was an 
effort, and a successful one, to 
reach a condition of equal secur- 
ity in the Pacific Ocean. 

America has to defend an enor- 
mous line of coast on two oceans, 
and thus to divide her fleet. Brit- 
ain has vital interests to safeguard 
in three oceans; her naval 
strength is thus dispersed. Japan 
can concentrate with impunity in 
one ocean. In those waters, there- 
fore, the power of three ships is 
greater than that which either 
America or Britain can make 
available at a critical moment. 

Events of the last three years 
demonstrate the truth of this stra- 
tegical consideration. Neither 
Britain nor America alone could 
assemble a sufficient force in the 


Pacific to cope with Japan when 


the latter was pursuing a policy 
which was condemned by the rest 
of the civilized world. When 
Japan now insists on her right to 
build a navy equal in strength to 
those which are possessed by the 
other two Powers in all seas, she 
is demanding unchallengeable 
domination in the Pacific. 


Politics and Commerce. 

The Japanese have already an 
overwhelming military superior- 
ity in that quarter of the world. 
This means that in the absence of 
a working understanding between 
the United States and Britain, the 
Japanese will in a few years have 
acquired complete control over 
the area which contains over one- 
fourth of the total population of 
the world, and an area withal 
which contains more fruitful pos- 
sibilities for international com- 
merce than probably any other 
which exists today. That is the 
position revealed to those who 
study the real meaning of the “ad- 
journment”’ of the London naval 
conference. 

Sir John Simon in one of those 
characteristic phrases which he 
uses when he wishes to evade re- 
sponsibilities that demand cour- 
age, said: “It is just as well to 
keep political and commercial af- 
fairs separate."’ This hypocritical 
phrase is just as false in external 
as it is in internal affairs.

He discovered that when 
he agreed to tariffs at home, ang 
his diplomatic gyrations in rela- 
tion to Russia must have added te 
his knowledge in that respect. 

The future of China, which ie 
the greatest prospective internae- 
tional market awaiting develop- 
ment in the near future. depends 
not merely on commercial activi- 
ties but on the foreign policies 
pursued by at least four of the 
great Powers. 


Danger in Naval Race. 


Everybody will be asking the 
question: ‘Will the failure of the 
conference lead to another race in 
naval ship building?” 

It is very adroitly suggested—~— 
by Tokio—that once parity is cone 
ceded in principle Japan's dignity 
will be propitiated and no addi- 
tional ships will be built. The 
Japanese almost more than any 
people have understood how to 
convert national sentiment into 
national power, and national pow- 
er into national action. This pow- 
er constitutes their greatness as 
a people. They are not the kind 
of a nation that can be satisfied 
with a gesture. They mean to at- 
tain parity, not on a scroll but in 
fact. They would prefer to reach 
it by reduction in the strength of 
their rivals in capital ships rather 
than by addition to their own, 
That would be the cheapest methe 
od.

AN OMINOUS WARNING. 

At a time when the whole privately owned public 
utility industry in the United States is shaking in its 
boots because of the strong trend toward public own- 
ership, there could be no more ominous warning to 
the financial profiteers who have so aroused public 
opinion than that just uttered by the Public Service 
Commission of Missouri, 

The commission had before it an application from 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis, a notoriously 
exploited property, for permission to retire one issue 
of securities and put out another. It consented to 
this, but not without laying down terms for the re- 
funding operation and expressing its opinion of the 
practices which have required it. 

That is, the commission thinks Laclede should be 
reducing its funded debt. This is in line with a wide- 
spread feeling about public utilities—a feeling from 
which the American people can hope for a more ra- 
tional order. The St. Louis gas corporation has 
$3,000,000 of 51% per cent notes coming due Aug. 1 of 
this year. It asked permission to issue $3,000,000 in 
new 6 per cent notes to exchange for those maturing. 
Yes, said the commission; but there must be no 
dividends declared on preferred or common stocks 
until the commission can discover what the corpora- 
tion is doing with its profits. Its profits, of course, 
should be, to a degree at least, applied to its indebt- 
edness. It is this failure to establish sinking funds 
for such purposes that at last drives so many rail- 
roads and other exploited corporations into receiver- 
ships. They first collapse under a greater burden 
than they can bear, and when they emerge from a 
receivership, they usually assume an even greater 
indebtedness than that under which they went down. 
Laclede should not have to refund a debt falling 
due next August. It should have provided for the 
payment of the $3,000,000 worth of securities expiring 
at that time. Why did it not do so? The com- 
mission asked this question, and it characterizes the 
answer as revealing a “ludicrous, yet disgusting, pic- 
ture.” These are not our epithets. They are those 
of the regulatory body of the State of Missouri. Like 
most such corporations, Laclede has a holding com- 
pany. This is the Utilities Power & Light Corpora- 
tion, which owns a majority of the common stock of 
Laclede and controls its operations. The commis- 


sion says in its report of this holding company: 

The Utilities Power & Light Corporation has 
been portrayed in the character of “big broth- | 
er” of the Laclede, lending to the latter company 
through its offspring, the Management & En- 
gineering Co., a guiding hand, lest the Laclede 
be given bad engineering advice or be required 
to pay unconscionable interest rates in the money 
markets. 

The value placed upon and paid by the La- 
clede for these services during the last seven 
years is more than $1,000,000. 

Yet during that time the Laclede has paid 
$104,219 out of its own funds for engineers to tes- 
tify in cases decided by this commission, pos- 
sibly upon the assumption that the presumption 
was strong and the hazard great that we would

erroneously value its property. 

In the most recent valuation case, more than 

$100,000 was paid for this purpose. Because part 
of those services were a duplication, we allowed 
only about one-half as a proper operating ex- 
pense. 
The commission might have added that the peo- 
ple of St. Louis pay all these superimposed operating 
costs when they meet their gas bills. It is encour- 
aging to see such an honest and outspoken state- 
ment of the case. We have our misgivings as to the 
efficacy of terms laid down by the commission for the 
retirement of the new series of notes. Those who 
control the financial pyramid which weighs down the 
gas users of St. Louis will doubtless find some means 
of spending the money which the commission would 
like to see held in a sinking fund for reduction of 
Laclede’s indebtedness. These financiers are artful 
dodgers. There is only one blow, so far as we know, 
that they cannot parry. It is that greatest of all 
right-hand swings which we term public ownership. 
Once that is delivered, the recipient is done. 

We commend the commission. In Chairman Col- 
lett it has one of those doughty champions of the 
people who are the hope of all regulation. He and 
his associates can make a reputation for themselves 
by continuing in this forthright course. They can 
bring utility rates down. They can destroy the bar- 
riers which keep the people of Missouri from getting 
natural gas at prices the masses can pay. They can 
deliver the people of St. Louis from the clutches of a 
fuel monopoly which destroys the value of property 
with smoke and ruins the health of the people with 
noxious gases. 

If the commission will make this fight for the 
people, we promise to hold its coat.

AN ALIEN-RELIEF PLAN. 

An angle of the relief problem seldom considered 
is that called to public attention by’ Edward Corsi, 
New York Director of Home Relief and former Com- 
missioner of Immigration. About 1,000,000 of the 
persons now on relief rolls, Mr. Corsi estimates, are 
aliens. Many of these, he thinks, would gladly return 
to their native lands were passage provided. It would 
be a humane and economical measure to make this 
possible, in Mr. Corsi’s view. 

No such thing as forcible deportation of destitute 
aliens is contemplated, of course, but a voluntary 
plan would have much merit. Many aliens now in 
need here would probably consider themselves better 
off at home, where members of their families would 
assist them. In addition, there are an estimated 
200,000 to 600,000 persons illegally in the country, 
fearing exposure and punishment. Many of these, 


Mr. Corsi thinks, would return home if given an op- 
portunity to do so with a clear record. 

Passage of each returning allen would be about 
$90, Mr. Corsi estimates; the relief saving would av- 
erage about $100 a year. Daniel W. McCormack, pres- 
ent Commissioner of Immigration, who favors a 
broad program of voluntary repatriation as a step 


in Congress providing $5,000,000 for this purpose. The 
causes of both humanitarianism and economy in gov- 
ernment would be served by adoption of a measure 
along this line. 

THE STOLEN LICENSE PLATES. 
It will be recalled that when John C. Johnson, 
State witness in the Kelley kidnaping case, was 
assassinated last year, the assassins rode in an auto- 
mobile bearing license plates which had been stolen 
from the Secretary of State’s distributing office in 
St. Louis. 
How those plates were spirited from the custody 
of the Secretary’s staff has never been explained, 
but the sinister discovery is made now that two 
more sets of plates have disappeared. The automo- 
bile license plates for 1935 were made in the State 
penitentiary. The plates sent to St. Louis were placed 
in a freight car at the prison. When the car was 
opened in St. Louis, two sets of plates were missing. 
It is an inescapable inference that these plates 
were stolen in the penitentiary. The Johnson case 
would easily explain why they were stolen. 
nesses who took the number of the license plates 
on the car which assassins used in the Johnson 
murder were unable to render what might otherwise 
have been a useful service. No such license plates 
had ever been issued to anybody. How, then, did 
the assassins get possession of them? 

The answer is simple enough. It is a new and 
menacing device of criminals to cover their tracks. 
The State must move with all possible promptness 
to discover how both thefts were committed and by 
whose connivance. There are, plainly, people on the 
inside who are seeking to provide criminals on the 
outside with a means of escaping detection. Neither 
the State authorities nor society can tolerate such 


a condition. 
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NO STATE PROPERTY TAX FOR ILLINOIS. 

For the second successive year, the Illinois State 
Tax Levy Board has decided to omit the State tax 
on general property. This omission will mean a 
saving of about $70,000,000 to Illinois’ 1,750,000 gen- 
eral property taxpayers on their annual tax bills 
for two years. Revenue from the State sales tax 
has made this possible. / 

Leaving aside the question whether a State sales 


tax on general property, there can be no question 
that the abolition of the latter tax is in line with 
modern ideas about equitable taxation. Experience 
has shown that the general property tax is no longer 
adequate or fair. 

As a leading American authority on taxation, Dr. 
Edwin R. A. Seligman of Columbia University, points 
out, there are fundamental objections to the general 
property tax on three important scores. The general 
property tax is difficult to administer, since intangi- 
ble property can easily be concealed and thus shielded 
from assessment. From the economic standpoint, 
the tax is unhappy in that it leads holders of land 
to get as much as they can from the land without

due regard for its future use. Thus; forests are de- 
stroyed, soil impoverished and natural resources 
wasted. Finally, considered in its social aspects,

The third objection immediately calls to mind the 
case of the farmer, who furnishes abundant proof 
of its truth. The farmer owns much of the nation’s 
land. Yet obviously he is in no position to pay 
taxes on it today under the old plan of general prop- 
erty taxation. With the abolition of the State prop- 
erty tax in their State, Illinois farmers, who raise 
much of what they consume and so do not feel the 
full effects of a sales tax, enjoy a form of farm 
relief which is both welcome and real. For this 
they are indebted chiefly to Gov. Horner. 
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NOT A MATTER FOR CONGRESS. 

The National Student Federation at its recent 
meeting in Boston went on record for congressional 
action in behalf of the movement to make military 
training optional at land-grant educational institu- 
tions. This step is ill advised. We say this not be- 
cause we believe that compulsory drill is preferable 
to optional drill, for we hold the contrary view. 
We say so because the recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the case of two University 
of California students confirmed our belief that the 
status of military training is a question of education- 
al policy at each university. 

If under the Supreme Court ruling one land-grant 
institution can require military training for gradu- 
ation, another under the same interpretation can 
place it on an optional basis. Thus, military train 
ing is legally optional at the universities of Wis- 
consin and Minnesota, just as it is compulsory at 
the universities of Missouri and Illinois. Congress, 
therefore, is not the place for the discussion of this 
matter. Congress has other and more important 
things to discuss. The proper agency before which 
to take the cause of optional military training is 
the board of curators of the land-grant institution 
or the Legislature of the State, depending on which 
is charged with determining this question of policy.

COMMUNITY CENTER 


18,000 Underprivileged Child- 
ren Given Leisue Time Ac- 
tivities by FERA. 


More than 18,000 under-privile 
youths and children are * = 
vided leisure time activities in five 
city community centers and 16 civic 
organization centers with funds 
provided by a Federal Emergency 
Relief Administration grant, accord- 
ing to a report on the recreation 
program for the past four months. 

The program is directed by the 
project division of the St. Louis Re- 
lief Committee, in conjunction with 
the recreation departments of the 
city and the Community Council. 
Attendance at various activities to- 
taled about 244,000 a month during 
November and December, with 30,- 
953 individuals from 11,675 homes 
participating daily. Of these, 18,- 
375 were in the underprivileged 
class and 14,301 were children, 9527 
youths and 7125 adults. 

Activities in the city centers are 
being extended to accommodate in- 
creasing numbers from playgrounds 
who have been forced indoors by 
cold weather. These centers are 
Buder, California avenue and Hick- 
ory street; Concordia, Thirteenth 
and Utah streets; Mullanphy, Tenth 
and Mullanphy streets; Sherman, 
Kingshighway and Easton avenue, 
and Soulard, Seventh and Soulard 
streets. 

Types of activities include super- 
vised play, athletics, games for chil- 
dren, vocational training, handicraft 
classes, music, dancing, sewing and 
cooking classes, dramatics, story 
hours for children, boys’ and 
girls’ clubs, kindergarten for chil- 
dren of pre-school age and nurseries 
for children of unemployed mothers. 
Weekly dances are given at four of 


the city centers, Sherman, Buder, 
Concordia and Soulard. Social 
events at the civic centers include 


dances, dramatics, get-together par- |

and legal ethics are concerned. The 
court, in a disbarment decision in 
1933, ruled it had inherent power 
to regulate and control the prac- 
tice of law in Missouri, independent 
or statutory 
grants of power. 


As a result the Supreme Court, 
following a survey by a commis- 


sion it appointed, adopted a new set 
‘of rules effective last Nov. 1, élevat-| 


ing the standards for admission to 
the bar, prescribing a code of 
ethics, and establishing official mar 
chinery for disciplining or disbar- 
ring lawyers guilty of unprofession- 
al or unethical conduct. The court 
also appointed a Judicial Council 
to make a continuing study of the 
judicial system, procedure, and the 
practice of law, and to make recom- 
mendations for improvements. 


One That Slipped Past Organized 
Bloc of Lawyers. 

One of the few criminal reforms 
effected in the last 10 years was 
through an act passed in 1925, 
which apparentty slipped past the 
lawyer bloc opposing other legal 
reform bills in that session. It re- 
pealed the law on motions for new 
trials in criminal cases, which per- 
mitted the old so-called “shotgun” 
motion, made up of generalities. 
The new law required defense 
counsel to state with particularity, 
and in specific detail, the claims of 
error in a trial. 


Efforts have been made by !aw- 
yer legislators in each session since 
1925 to repeal this act and re-enact 
the old law. Such a bill was passed 
in 1933, but was vetoed by Gov. 
Park, who was a Circuit Judge be- 
fore he was elected Governor. 

An act creating the State High- 
way Patrol, which had been urged 
for years, was passed in 1931, over 
the bitter opposition of some of the 
lawyer and rural members. A sim- 
ilar bill was beaten in 1929. The 
same opposition group, however, 
brought about the defeat in the 
1931 session of a uniform traffic 
regulation and highway safety bill, 
which included licensing of automo- 
bile drivers. A driver’s license bill 
also was killed in the 1933 session, 
which, however, rejected a bill for 
repeal of the highway patrol law. 

The path of reform measures 
through the Legislature have been 
tortuous, but occasionally one 
breaks through to find a place in 
the statute books,

At the age of 5, Patricia Thal was 
residing with her parents at 31 
Kingsbury place and taking dancing 
lessons at the Jacob Mahler School 
of Dancing. Today, at 14, and 
under the name of Kira Strakhova, 
she is the only American girl in 
the Monte Carlo Ballet Russe, now 
appearing at the Municipal Audi- 
torium. 

In the ballet “Aurora’s Wedding,” 
the opening number Friday eve- 
ning, she played her first role, 
that of “Little Red Riding Hood.” 
In other ballets, she is a member 
of the corps de ballet. 

At the suggestion of Mikhail 
Mordkin, dancing partner of the 
famous Anna Pavlova, she entered 
the Russian School of Dancing in 
Paris when she was 10 years old. 
There, Wassili de Basil, founder of 
the Ballet Russe, watched her 
dance and immediately offered her 
a two-year contract, beginning last 
June. 

Miss Thal is the youngest girl 
in the company, although most of 
the ballerinas are between 15 and 
17. Since June, Tamara Toumon- 
ova, 16-year-old premier dancer of 
the cast, has been training her. She 
is the daughter of Mrs. Muriel 
Thal and the late Gustav Thal, 
former president of the National 
Molasses Co. in St. Louis. 

The ballet founder has announced 

that St. Louis will be a focal point 
in his devolpment of a new 
American ballet. Plans for the 
new group are vague, but com- 
mittees of advisers are now being 
formed in 13 American cities.

ORPAAGES’ MODERN 
PNCTES DISCUSSED 


Mrs. Myrtle L. Duckworth Says 
Aim Is to Keep Children 
in Private Homes, 


The tendency for orphanages to 
provide care for children outside 
the institutions themselves, either 
through placement in private homes 
or contributions enabling children 
to remain with their own parents, 
is described by Mrs. Myrtle L. 
Duckworth, executive secretary of 
the Methodist Home for Children, 
in a contribution to a series of ar- 
ticles, sponsored by the Missouri 


Association for Social Welfare, en- 
titled “Building a Better State.” 


55 Cared for Outside. 


Citing the Methodist Home as an 
example of the new trend, Mrs. 
Duckworth points out that in addi- 
tion to the 60 children resident in 
its building at 4385 Maryland ave- 
nue an almost equal number of its 
wards are being cared for in small 
communities throughout Missouri, 
Of the 115 children under care, she 
says, only four are full orphans, 
parents of the others being unable 
to provide for them. 

“Institutional life at best is not 
a normal mode of living,” she con- 
tonues, “and it may be poor econ- 
omy to admit children to an or- 
phanage at a cost of $40 a month 
each so that a needy mother may 
have an opportunity to earn a few 
dollars a week. 

“The Methodist Home has been 
developing new types of service for 
needy children who do not adjust 
to group life in the institution, or 
who should not be separated from 
their own family groups. A month- 
ly cash allowance is being sent to 
a number of widowed or deserted 
mothers so they may have their 
children with them. 


Funds Go Twice as Far. 


“Scholarships covering school ex- 
penses and medical care are grant- 
ed to a few older children so that 
they may remain with relatives. In 
some cases where the parents ob- 
viously are unsuited to rear their 
child, other relatives glad to share 
the cost of caring for the child 
with the institution have been 
found. All of the home’s babies are 
in private homes where they will 
receive individual attention. 

“In this way the institution’s funds 
are being used to serve about twice 
as many children as would be possi- 
ble if all had to live in the home 


itself.”

FTER seeing “Broadway Bill’ 
Aw the screening room several 
weeks ago, I had an impulse to 
rise in the gloom, clap hands loud- 
ly and call, “Director! Director!” 
I would like to see this fellow 
Frank Capra, who puts out such 
lovely pieces of celluloid entertain- 
ment as “Lady For a Day,” “It Hap- 
pened One Night” and “Broadway 
Bill.” It, would be easy to fall into 
a fashion (and Capra is the fash- 
ion right now) without paying par- 
ticular attention to the reasons for 
it, if Capra’s splendid directing was 
not ever-apparent in his pictures. 
He had no newly-discovered light 
from the spectrum to work with in 
“Broadway Bill,” now at the Fox. 
The story, by Mark Hellinger, is 
one of those daily parables in the 
papers that represent an amazing 
salvage from the used-idea lots. A 
family owns the town of Higgzins- 
ville. A son-in-law, Warner Bax- 
ter, would rather race horses in the 
circles'of wickedness than dwell in 
the temple of the lord of Higgins- 
ville and make paper boxes. His 
wife, Helen Vinson, has no fellow 
feeling for horses but her younger 
sister, Myrna Loy, does. Baxter has 
a horse named Broadway Bill and 
if Broadway Bill can win a race- 
track prize, Baxter can declare his 
independence of the industrial em- 
pire. It would sabotage a fine pic- 
ture to recount the rest of it. It 
is no derby winner but Capra gives 
it the appearance of truth that is 
stranger than hooey. His people 
exist on more than one plane. Hel- 
en Vinson acts a whole scene by 
eyeing her husband across the din- 
ner table, Baxter shows his state 
of mind once by throwing a few 
clods, Myrna Loy has the stoic 
recklessness of the youngest of the 
family. Comedy is built up by Eric 
Blore, Margaret Hamilton, Ray- 
mond Walburn and Lynne Overman 
(of whom Maryville, Mo., can brag, 
and may, for all I know). There 
are laughs to the point of throat 
irritation, pathos to move the 
statue of Gen. Grant and genuine 
pulse-quickening in the race scenes. 
Now and then Hollywood can kid 
itself, as in “A Woman’s Man,” 
running along with “Broadway 
Bill.” Adela Rogers St. John, who 
may be said to be “in the know” in 
the Klieg community, lampoons a 
type figure of Hollywood actress 
with genuine character develop- 
ment and bull’s-eye wit. The seri- 
ous part is about John Halliday, a 
director as patient as a bus conduc- 
tor in rush hour, and the star he 
loves; how he lets her dally with 
one man and another and finally 
marry a prize-fighter.

MODERNIZATION PLEDGES 
LAST WEEK TOTAL $634,682 


One-Tenth of Owners in Area Still 
to Be Canvassed for Better 
Housing. 

Despite the Christmas holidays, 


the better housing campaign prog- 
ressed without material interrup- 
tion last week, to reach a total of 
$10,739,160 in improvement pledges 
by owners of residential and busi- 
hess properties in St. Louis’ and 41 
communities in St. Louis County, it 
was announced at headquarters in 
the Chamber of Commerce building 
yesterday. Pledges received last 
week call for improvement expend- 
ifures totaling $634,682. 

Pledges now exceed the original 
goal by $739,160, with approximate- 
ly one-tenth of the buildings in the 
area still to be canvassed by mem- 
bers of the field force in the drive, 
which is being conducted by the 
Federal Housing Administration in 


co-operation with the St. Louis and | 


St. Louis County Chambers of 
Commerce. 

Officials of the campaign expect 
that added interest in the better 
housing movement will be created 


by the Modern Home Exposition, 


which opened at the Municipal Aud- 


itorium yesterday, sponsored by the 
city. Two houses also have been 
placed on the Municipal Plaza by 
the campaign executive committee, 


to provide a public demonstration 


of how improvements can trans- 
form an old house into a modern, 
livable home. One of the houses 


‘will be modernized and furnished 
‘within a week or two, while the 


other will stand in its present con- 
dition. 

Owners have reported completion 
of property improvement costing 
$278,398, in fulfillment of pledges 
made during the campaign. 

Members of the campaign field 
force have no be 190,781 prop- 
erty owners, of whom 37,328 have 
signed improvement pledges.

URGES AID IN CORRECTING 


WATER METER SITUATION 


The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change, through its Committee on 
Water Rates and Meters, headed by 
J. M. O'Reilly, is actively engaged 
in urging passage by the Board of 
Aldermen of the bill the Exchange 
caused to be introduced last fall, 
providing for a reduction in water 
rates to small consumers; for re- 
moval of meters arbitrarily installed 
by the Water Department, and the 
billing of water served by meter 
on a monthly instead of semi-annual 
basis. 

Installation of meters, the Ex- 
change states, was fairly well con- 
centrated in the district east of 
Grand avenue between Park and 
Cass avenue, where many houses 
are occupied by tenants on relief 
rolls, and from whom little rent is 
received. The committee cites the 
case of a four-family tenement on 
North Ninth street, where there are 
outside toilets and no baths and the 
water bill, at meter rates, amount- 
ed to $94.35 for six months; in addi- 
tion, the Water Department want- 
ed a $50 advance deposit, a total of 
$144.35, when income from the prop- 
erty for six months amounted to 
but $70. 

The Exchange requests interested 
property owners and water users 
write it their views on the meter 
question, particularly as to the in- 
stallation of meters and present 
rates, so that it can endeavor to 
convince the Aldermen of the in- 
equality of the existing condition.

One of the ancient but modern- 
ized residential properties in St.

BROADENED BASE 
UF TAXATION FOR 
SCHOOLS SOUGHT 


Many States Drawing Funds 
From Widened Sources, 
as Shown in Reports to 
National Real Estate 
Body.

Public school costs in a large 
number of states are being drawn 


from a tax base wider by far than 
that afforded by the local general 
property tax. Percentages and 
sources are shown in a study being 
made by the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards from state- 
ments by Governors and other state 
officials. The association’s commit- 
tee on real estate taxation has re- 
ceived statements from official 
sources from 38 states and from 
Hawaii. 

Statements from the 38 states 
range from less than 1 to 90 per 
cent and a little over. Similarly, 
the proportion of total state revenue 
givén over to the common schools 
varies from a high of 66 2-3 to a low 
of less than 1 per cent. 

In more than half the states re- 
porting the State pays 25 per cent 
or more of the common school op- 
erating costs. Two states, Delaware 
and North Carolina, pay 90 per cent 
or more. Three states pay more 
than 50 per cent, they being West 
Virginia, 56; Texas, 55 to 60, and 
New Mexico, 57. Thirteen states 
pay 25 to 49 per cent, namely, Flor- 
ida, 45.4; Maryland, 45; Indiana, 
37.3: Utah, 36; Georgia, 35.5; Ne- 
vada, 33.3; New York, approximate- 
ly 33; Arizona, 32.5; Michigan, 31.66; 
Minnesota, 30.6; Virginia, 29.63; 
South Carolina, approximately 25; 
Tennessee, 25. 

In every state reporting a large 
percentage of the total revenue de- 
voted to the payment of common 
school costs, funds are being de- 
rived from a much wider base than 
would be the case if they were a 
matter of local levy. They come in 
large part, often entirely, from 
sources other than the general prop- 
erty tax. 

State governments can levy on 
the vast comparatively new forms 
of wealth which cannot readily be 
reached by local governments, the 
national association points out. The 
association advocates that in all 
states the cost of maintaining the 
public school system, so far as con- 
cerns State minimum requirements, 
be transferred from the local units 
to the State, retaining in the local 
school boards the fullest possible 
contro] of the school administration. 
Such a shift would give a better 
stabilized school revenue, more 
nearly uniform educational oppor- 
tunities for all the children of the 
state, and a substantially more 
equitable tax situation for real es- 
tate. 

Sources named by the 38 states 
reporting shows Income tax 9; 
sales tax 7; franchises, royalties, 
severance taxes, licenses, fines, mis- 
cellaneous fees 16; all taxing 
sources 8; property tax 15; inter- 
est on school funds 9; corporation 
franchise tax 1; chain store tax ;», 
motor vehicle and gas taxes 6; 
liquor 4; utilities 2. 

North Carolina, which takes over 
90 per cent of common school costs, 
giving up 66 2-3 per cent of its en- 
tire revenue for this purpose, fi- 
nances an eight months school term 
out of state funds, and without the 
levy of a property tax. It is one of 
eight states which have no direct 
state levy on real estate. 

Delaware, in which the State pays 
91 per cent of all common school 
operation, devotes only 32.7 per cent 
of its total revenue to this purpose. 
For many years it has had no levy 
on real estate for any purpose. 

Other states in which the Govern- 
ment assumes a considerable por- 
tion of common school operating 
costs are: New York, approximate- 
ly 33 per cent; uses approximately 
44 per cent of total revenue for the 
purpose; has no State property levy. 

West Virginia pays 56: per cent; 
uses 40 per cent of its revenue for 
the purpose, drawing it all from a 
sales tax. 

Virginia pays 29.63 per cent from 
15.55 per cent of revenue and Geor- 
gia pays 35.5 per cent from 23.8; has 
no State real estate levy. 

Maryland pays 45 per cent, using 
16 2-3 per cent of its revenues. 

Indiana pays 37.3 per cent, using 
approximately 19 per cent state rev- 
enue. 

Michigan pays 31.66 per cent, us- 
ing approximately 20 per cent of 
revenue; has no state levy on real 
estate. 

Ohio pays only 3.2 pér cent, using 
$1.8 per cent of revenue, but will 
pour virtually 60 per cent of its new 
retail sales tax into school support. 

Illinois for a year has devoted its 
retailers’ occupational tax in part 
to school support, replacing the 
property tax to this extent, and 
eliminating entirely the state prop- 
erty levy. 

Minnesota pays 30.6 per cent; has 
a mandatory provision setting aside 
income tax for the schools. 

Utah pays 36 per cent of school 
operating costs, using 29 per cent 
of total revenue for this. 

Texas pays 55 to 60 per cent of 
school costs, using 40 per cent of all 
revenue. 

New Mexico pays 57 per cent of 
school costs, using 35 per cent of 
total revenues.

CONFLICT ARISES FROM 
LEGAL COUNSEL EXPANSION 


Harmony between certain inter- 
ests in the real estate and legal fra- 
ternities are being disturbed, and 
those concerned are not hopeful of 
an early and amicable adjustment 
of differences. These appertain to 
drawing of deeds on a fee basis 
and the practice on the part of 


some in the legal profession to de- 
part from the customary service of 
safeguarding their clients against 
legal flaws and entering into coun- 
sel in the metter of values.

NYE SAYS AIRCRAFT COMPANY 


Chairman of Munitions Committee 
Asserts 90 Per Cent of Concern’s 
Trade Was With Navy. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Chair- 
man Nye told the National Youth 
Congress today that evidence pre- 
sented to the Senate Munitions 
Committee showed the Pratt-Whit- 
ney Aircraft Co. had made profits 
of 1,143,000 per cent on its original 
investment since 1925, chiefly on 
business with the U. S. Navy. 

This company, he said, perfected 
and developed an air-cooled motor 
in 1925 and since that time 90 per 
cent of its business has been with 
the navy. 

“Assuming that the du Ponts are 
representative of the munitions 
makers generally,” Nye told his au- 
dience, “the World War wasn’t as 
inevitable as we have believed. It 
was a war to make the world safe 
for du Pontcracy.” 

He also said it cost 33 per cent 
more to buy 30-caliber cartridges 
from private firms than from Unit- 
ed States arsenals. 

In addition, the North Dakotan 
urged Government monopoly of the 
munitions industry.

INCOMES PLANNED 


Senator Wheeler to Introduce 
Resolution for Investigation 
of Middlemen. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—A reso- 
olution authorizing the Federal 
Trade Commisison to make a far- 
reaching investigation of agricul- 
tural incomes, and the financial 
and economic condition of agricul- 
tural producers generally, will be 
introduced the first of next week 
by Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, 

The resolution states the decline 
in agricultural income and the un- 
satisfactory condition of agricul- 
ture “is a matter of increasing con- 
cern to Congress.” 


Wheeler's measure says it has 
been charged that “monopolistic, 
oppressive and unfair methods of 
practice of various middle men, 
Warehouse men, manufacturers, 
packers and handlers are in whole 
or in part responsible for existing 
conditions.” 

The commission would investi- 
gate production, marketing, distri- 
bution, processing, handling and 
manufacturing of principal farm 
products. 

Charges Enumerated. 

The resolution enumerates 
charges that middlemen, ware- 
housemen, manufacturers, packers, 
handlers and others “have violated 
the various anti-trust laws,” and 
they have “burdened, restrained 
and restricted interstate and for- 
eign commerce and adversely af- 
fected the volume and price of farm 
products moving in such com- 
merce.” 

Also, that this group of handlers 
of agricultural products “through 
the payment of high and excessive 
salaries” have in many cases “es- 
caped just taxation by the United 
States, that said salaries tend un- 
duly to diminish tax returns and 
tend to burden and restrain inter- 
state and foreign commerce in farm 
products.” 

The resolution would empower 
the Federal Trade Commission to 
determine the extend of the de- 
cline in agricultural income in re- 
cent years; the extent of increases 
or decreases in recent years in the 
income of the principal corpora- 
tions and other manufacturers and 
processors of farm products as com- 
pared with the decline in agricul- 
tural income; to investigate the 
proportion of total consumer costs 
which goes to the farmer, the man- 
ufacturers and processors, and the 
distributers.

‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—A State- 
Federal. police force, composed of 
men trained in the Justice Depart- 
ment’s school, was announced today 
as one of the 18 anti-crime recom- 
mendations of the Senate Anti- 
Racket Committee. 

Senator Copeland (Dem.), New 
York, chairman of the committee, 
said 35 states had approved the plan 
which calls for a new type of cor- 
relation of Federal and State anti- 
crime forces. 

Under the bill, the states would 
select men to be trained in the De- 
partment of Justice school for spe- 
cial agents. These specia] police- 
men would return to their home 
states, be vested with State police 
powers and operate under the su- 
pervision of the Attorney-General. 

A prospectus stated that Kansas 
and Georgia disapproved the idea; 
West Virginia and Virginia were 
uncertain and that nine states had 
not been heard from. 

Attorney - General Cummings 
probably will announce soon the 
detailed plan for a criminological 
institute. Justice Department of- 
ficials believe the institute will in-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5. One 
hundred fighting planes will fly 
southward at dawn on Monday fcr 


a month’s “invasion” of the gulf 
coast states. 

“For the first time in the history 
of military aviation, an aerial arma- 
da will take the air prepared to car- 
ry out mimic warfare in the skies 
under as near actual war conditions 
as possible,” said Major B. Q. Jones, 
commander of the second wing of 
the newly organized general head- 
quarters air force. “We will carry 
our own camp equipment, supplies 
and fuel for maneuvers over 5000 
miles of terrain. Half of the planes 
will be designed as the ‘red’ wing 
and the other half as the ‘white’ 
wing.”

FINDS FIRM ‘WELCHED’ 


DAMROSCH TOCONDUCT 
JUBILEE OPERA FEB. 11 


Selects “Die Meistersinger,” in 
English for Special Met- 
ropolitan Performance. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—Dr. Walter 
Damrosch will celebrate his fiftieth 
anniversary as a conductor of opera 
and concerts next month. Plans are 
being made for a special perform- 
ance at the Metropolitan Opera of 
Richard Wagner’s “Die Meistersing- 
er” under Dr. Damrosch’s direction. 

It was on the night of Feb. 11, 
1884, that Dr. Damrosch made his 
debut as a conductor, at the Metro- 
politan. When the Astors, Vander- 
bilts and others built the Metropol- 
itan’ Opera in 1883 in competition 
with the old Academy of Music 
down on Fourteenth street, the pres- 
ent conductor’s father, Dr. Leopold 
Damrosch, firmly established Ger- 
man opera as part of the standard 
repertory. He was in very poor 
health and relied much on his son. 
That Feb. 11, he was too ill to con- 
duct. The son was suddenly called 
to the podium. The opera was Wag- 
ner’s “Tannhauser.” 

Four days later the father died. 
The son was selected as conductor 
of German opera to succeed him. 
He went to Germany to engage art- 
ists to build up the Wagner reper- 
tory. Two of those he brought to 
New York were the great Lilli Leh- 
mann and Anton Seidl. 

Dr. Damrosch continued with the 
Metropolitan for 13 years. Then he 
became conductor of the New York 
Symphony until its merger with the 
Philharmonic.

Charles F. Navin, club secretary, 
announced Saturday that the Tigers 
would open a 25-game training 
schedule with a game against the 
Cardinals at the Tigers’ training 
camp, Lakeland, Fla. March 22. 
The second game will be played on 
the St. Louis diamond in Braden- 
ton, March 27. 

The bitter hostility that pervaded 
the world series games is expected 
to be Jimited to a continuation of 
the verbal encounters waged by 
members of the two teams.

Meet the New Frisch. 


ERSONS who break out ev- 
P «ry winter in a rash of prog- 

nostication about the baseball 
races, will do well to consider the 
year of experience and success 
that is certain to make a better 
manager of Frank Francis Frisch, 
the Fordham Flash, who left New 
York and made good in an 
American city. 

Frisch was a big question mark 
a year ago. Taking charge of the 
Cardinals late in the 1933 season 
he cracked the whip right and 
left and raised a goodly crop of 
welts. 

“No team will go very far with 
a slave driver like that,” many 
critics said, and this writer heard 
many wagers offered that Frank- 
ie wouldn’t be there any more, 
come Independence day, 1934. 

Frisch was rather dizzy when 
he first took the job of manager, 
but the Cardinals were enough to 
make him that way. They had 
Charles E. Street, the fine Old 
Sergeant, walking the floor at 
night and kicking good old Buzzy 
Wares out of bed because he 
snored with conditions the way 
they were. Gabby was a good 
manager—if two pennants and a 
world’s championship in two years 
mean anything-——but he was down 
like a Scotchman’s razor blade 
when Sam Breadon showed him 
the 10-day clause and the gate 
and told the world that he had 
found just the man the Cardinals 
had been looking for. 


Sam knew what he was doing. 
If you’d take all of the Cardi- 
nal managers who were “just the 
man he was looking for” and put 
them end to end you'd find that 
they all came to the same end, but 
you also would find a record of 
five pennants and three world 
championships in nine years, so 
let the man up even if he isn’t 
all bleeding, and give him a 
break. While he has shown that 
he can put, he also has taken 
his share.

But with 
all his faults he had a great win- 
ning spirit, along with his intol- 
erance of what he considered 
poor baseball strategy. 

Frisch had to crack the whip 
in 1933.

The Great Rebellion. 


HEY all knew it in August 

and when you mark the im- 
portant mile posts of the 1934 
championship race, mark well 
the days of August when the Car- 
dinals’ camp was the scene of the 
great rebellion. 

It was the revolt of the Broth- 
ers Dean that crystallized the 
Cardinal team spirit and made 
possible the great dash down the 
stretch. The Cardinals rallied 
around their manager and those 
unhappy days, by reason of the 
rally, probably became the hap- 
piest Frisch ever had as a man- 
ager. He knew the Cardinals 
were his men. 


All Frankie needed then was 
to line up the Deans. And he 
did it the hard way. Knowing 
that maudlin sympathy, which 
always is the loudest, would be 
with the Deans, he nevertheless 
stood firm. It was difficult to 
do. Nobody knew better than 
Frisch what the Deans had done 
and would do for the team. He 
knew they’d pitch out¢of turn. 
They had so pitched. But he 
knew that the Deans under dis- 
cipline, would be more valuable 
to themselves and to the Cardi- 
nals, and he fought along those 
lines. The Deans, especially 
Dizzy, had to take a public 
spanking, but they took it like 
men. And without that revolt, 
without that spanking, it is un- 
likely that the Cardinals would 
have gone on to the pennant. 


Before August they had ability 
in large measure. After that 
August rebellion, they had abil- 
ity in large measure plus team 
work and team determination. 
And don’t overlook the impor- 
tant part that Frisch played in 
the metamorphosis. 

Frisch has learned much about 
men since that day in 1933 when 
Sam Breadon told him he was 
just the man he had been looking 
for. He also has learned much 
about ball clubs and the other 
side of the game, to add to

HE inference that follows 

every resort to the “color line” 
camouflage is that the fighter 
using it is unwilling to take a 
chance.

Frank Jirka, director of the State 
Health Department co-operating, 
carried the campaign to midwives 
the past year.

The society said that 409 mid- 
wives, 155 of them still unlicensed, 
unregistered and in the main, un- 
trained, attended at the birth of 
4000 babies in 1934.

LAST PROBATE COURT REPORT 
UNDER JUDGE HOLTCAMP 


Fees Collected in 1934 Totaled $93,- 
415, With $22,665 City’s Share 
of Inheritance Tax. 

The annual report of the Probate 
Court was filed yesterday in the 
Circuit Clerk’s office. It was signed 
by Judge Charles W. Holtcamp, 
who retired from the bench Dec. 
31, after 28 years in the office. 

Regular fees collected last year 
totaled $93,415, to which was added 
$22,665, being 2% per cent of the 
State inheritance taxes collected in 
St. Louis, making a grand total of 
$116,080. 

A total of $66,685 was paid for 
clerk hire in the Probate office, and 
$8000 is the Judge’s salary. In ad- 
dition, the Judge received $4089, be- 
ing 10 per cent of the excess fees to 
which the court is entitled, bringing 
the Judge’s total compensation for 
the year to $12,039. 

Net excess fees ‘were $36,354, 
which will be turned over to the 
Board of Education. In 1933 net 
excess fees were $23,878, and the 
Judge’s compensation, including his 
10 per cent of the excess, was $10,-

The new Ford reveals distinctive 
originality in streamlining. Beauty 
is reflected throughout the car in 
the long, sweeping lines of the body, 
in the sharply sloping windshield 
and tail, in the louvers on the hood, 
even to running board and bump- 
er. 


Ford Cars Larger. 

A decidedly larger car in appear- 
ance, the 1935 Y-8 actually is long- 
er, measured from bumper to 
bumper. It not only looks the part, 
but is a big car—almost eight 
inches longer, with a spring. base 
—the distance from center to cen- 
ter of springs—of 123 inches. 

The streamline effect carries

New Pontiac ‘Sixes’ 
And Improved ‘Eight’ 
Distinctively Styled 


Front End and Body Lines Are 

Wholly Different From Those 

of Any Other Car. 

The auto show marks the entry 
of the Pontiac Motor Co. into the 
low price field with two lines of 
sixes as companions to its im- 
proved Straight Eight. 

Many important changes and im- 
provements have been made in the 
eight over last year’s line, and in 
almost every instance the same fea- 
tures of design and construction 
are included in the lower cost six. 
The body styles include two-door 
and four-door sedans; two-door and 
four-door touring sedans, coupe, 
sport coupe and convertible coupe. 

The very attractive 1935 Pontiacs 
have tear-drop streamlining with- 
out eccentricity. A contribution to 
this modern design has been the 
development of the no-draft ven- 
tilation solid steel “turret-top” body. 
Its construction provides a greater 
degree of safety, comfort and 
beauty. 

One-Piece Steel Roof. 

The large one-piece solid steel 
roof, supported on a foundation of 
steel bows and welded securely to 
the other steel sections of the body, 
puts a protecting armor around all 
the passengers. 


Another departure from previous 
Pontiac construction is the adop- 
tion of highly improved hydraulic 
brakes, with water and dust tight 
double and triple seal brake drums. 

Doors have been widened, par- 
ticularly in the two-door models. 
There is more room in all models. 
Seats are wider. Head room is 
greater. There is a new departure 
in the style of the divided front 
seat of the two-door models on the 
eight chassis. 

Different Styling. 

A treatment wholly different 
from that of any other car has 
been given to the hoods and radia- 
tors, in the shape of a pleasing ar- 
rangement of horizontal and ver- 
tical grilles based upon the grilled 
louvres of the 1934 Pontiac. Fenders 
and head lamps are tear-dropped.

Moreover, modern generator design 
looks to automatic gradations of 
output to conform to different con- 
ditions of service. In other words, 
the generator adjusts itself to pro- 
vide for the requirements of the 
moment. 

Manifolding and valve changes 
are less numerous than in other 
years, though in some cases larger 
valves and increased valve lift to 
provide larger gulps of fuel for the 
cylinders. 


There is increasing use of over- 
drive to meet into the demand of 
puyers for high speed with econ- 
omy in fuel and ofl consumption. 
For a given speed it means fewer 
revolutions of the engine. 


Free-wheeling and automatic 
clutch control have not disap- 
peared, They are used on a smaller 
scale. Clutches now operate with 
virtually no effort, and gears are 
automatically synchronized for 
shifting. 

A new version of front springing 
is a feature of a group of cars in 


the low-medium and medium price 
classes. 

Braking has been generally im- 
proved. Power application has been 
extended to cars in the next to the 
lowest price class. Brake areas have 
been increased, drum durability and 
friction coefficient improved. A new 
equalizer is a feature of the widely 
used product of one brake manu- 
facturer.

All-Steel Bodies—Special Stream- 
lined Styling—Changes to Give 
Easy Ride Made. 

Introduced in six body types, the 
new Plymouths, streamlined in de- 
sign, have engineering developments 
which are said to make them “revo- 
lutionary high-type high-speed cars.” 

The 1935 Plymouth has an 82 
horsepower engine with a compres- 
sion ratio of 6.7 to 1; a torpedo-type 
all-steel safety body; syncro-silenf 
transmission; a new “ride” made 
possible by a redistribution of 
weight, and a new front spring as- 
sembly, “floating power” engine 
mountings, and hydraulic brakes. 

The all-steel body of the Plymouth 
fits down over the double-drop x- 
type frame. The body and frame 
are bolted together at 46 different 
points. Thus, the frame becomes a 
unit of the body along with the all- 
steel floor, side panels, center posts 
and other.members. This design 
also permitted the engineers to 
build more room in the bodies. Ply- 
mouth seats are wider. The floor 
has been lowered 3% inches, pro- 
viding a lower center of gravity and 
more leg and head room for the pas- 
sengers. 

The Plymouth engine, in floating 
power rubber mountings, has been 
moved forward over the front axle 
to slow down the action of the front 
springs and make more room for 
the larger body. Plymouth passen- 
gers ride between the front and rear 
axles, surrounded by walls of steel. 

With the engine over the front 
axle and the body moved forward 
and fitted onto the frame, the en- 
tire weight of the car has been re- 
distributed. To further improve the 
ride, the engineers have developed 
a new type of springs, double-action 
shock absorbers, and a sway elim- 
inator. 

The new Plymouth springs are a 
new thin-leaf design that are 
thinned down at the ends of each 
leaf so that a greater area of each 
end comes into contact with the ad- 
joining leaves. Thus, the weight of 
the car is distributed over a larger 
area at each leaf end. The oscilla- 
tion frequency has been reduced 
from 135 to 92 per minute. 

Plymouth’s hydraulic brakes have 
been improved this year by chang- 
ing the size of the wheel cylinder 
pistons so that the pistons operating 
on the rear shoes of each wheel are 
larger than the pistons actuating 
the front shoes. This equalizes the 
wear on the facings and gives long- 
er life. Centrifuse brake drums 
combine the light weight and 
strength of steel with the braking 
characteristics of cast iron. 

Engine Developments. 

The new Plymouth engine, with 
its unusually high compression ra- 
tio, has three major engineering re- 
finements to keep engine tempera- 
tures down and reduce gasoline and 
oil consumption. These are full- 
length water jackets, directional wa- 
ter circulation and calibrated igni- 
tion. Water jackets completely cool 
the engine cylinder bores from top to 
bottom. The new directional wa- 
ter circulation system supplies wa- 
ter direct to each cylinder and ex- 
haust valve seat, the hottest parts 
of the engine, by a tube through the 
engine block. Calibrated ignition is 
a new method of spark control that 
utilizes the vacuum in the intake 
manifold and assures maximum en- 
gine efficiency under all conditions 
without spark knock, and using only 
ordinary fuel. So the Plymouth en- 
gine has the power and economy 
advantages of high compression 
without the disadvantage of spark 
knock. 


Streamlined Design. 

The Plymouth is streamlined to 
resist wind pressure in front and 
wind “drag” in the rear. 

The new headlamps and the gen- 
eral treatment of new front and 
styling combine to eliminate wind 
traps and flat surfaces. Air-stream 
lines flow symmetrically back over 
the-.entire body structure to the ta- 
pering rear deck. 

The Plymouth comes in six body 
types—business coupe, two-door se- 
dan, de luxe*rumble-seat coupe, de 
luxe four-door sedan, de luxe two- 
door touring sedan and de luxe four- 
door touring sedan. All models have 
the same wheelbase—113 inches.

How ‘Sealed Cooling’ 
On Lafayette Car 
Saves Water Waste 


“Sealed cooling” is introduced to 
the public for the first time by 
Wash on its 1935 Lafayette to pre- 
vent waste and evaporation. With 
this new system, the radiator filler 
neck and overflow pipe are sealed 
by a two-way valve built as a unit 
with the filler cap. This valve per- 
mits the pressure in the cooling 
system to rise until it reaches 
seven pounds per square inch. The 
pressure rises because of the water 
becoming hot. When more. than 
Seven pounds pressure is reached, a 
valve opens and allows the pressure 
to drop to seven pounds before clos- 
ing. 

When an automobile stops and 
the water cools, a vacuum is formed 
in the circulating system. Then 
there is a tendency for air to rush 
into the cooling system, particu- 
larly around the packing of the 
water pump. “Sealed cooling” pre- 
vents this by providing a second 
valve, fitted into the first valve, 
which opens as the motor cools 
and permits air to enter from the 
top of the circulating system rather 
than through the pump.

Chrysler Wins Suit 
Over ‘‘Floating Power,” 


by Colorado Decision 
Judge J. Foster Symes of the 
United States District Court at Den- 
ver, Colo., has handed down a de- 
cision holding the Chrysler “Float- 
ing Power” engine mounting con- 
struction to be free of the patents 
of Rolland S. Trott, a statement 
from the Chrysler Corporation says. 
Trott, a resident of Denver, 
brought suit in his home city 
against Chrysler distributors there, 
alleging infringement by the Chrys- 
ler “Floating Power” engine mount- 
ings upon three patents, all of 
which, the defense asserted, were 
issued after “Floating Power” 
mountings were introduced to the 
public on Plymouth cars, manufac- 
tured by Chrysler Corporation. The 
suit was defended by attorneys re- 


tained by the Chrysler Corpora, 
tion, although it was not a party 
to the suit.

System Employed in Its Models for 
1935 Designed to Give 
“Miracle Ride.” 

Studebaker’s new cars for 1935 
feature independent planar wheel 
suspension and the “miracle-ride.” 
The front wheel suspension is new 
and exclusive to Studebaker. It is 


unlike that used on any other 
American automobile. 

Instead of coil springs, split axles 
and other devices, Studebaker has 
adopted a big transverse leaf spring 
aided by upper and lower guide 
links, as a basis for its new front 
suspension. This spring is anchored 
to the frame so that it may flex 
freely throughout its entire span, 
yet it permits each front wheel to 
react to road shocks independently. 
Hydraulic automatic ride controi 
shock absorbers are a definite part 
of the unit. Without technicalities, 
which are usually unfair to laymen, 
this is the device which produced 
Studebaker’s “miracle-ride.” 

The individual front wheel sus- 
pension has eliminated roll or tip- 
ping of the car when turning cor- 
ners. It has reduced tire howl to a 
minimum. It also results in precise 
and confidence-inspiring steering; 
the wheels do not fight the driver 
going into or coming out of turns. 
The rear seat ride has become un- 
usually restful and as comfortable 
as the front seat ride. 

Distinctive Styling. 

Ne other American cars look like 
the 1935 Studebakers, yet the lines 
cannot be called radical. The ra- 
diators are deep and narrow and 
are fitted with vertical fins of 
chromium. The louvers—in the 
sides of the hood—are horizontal 
and, instead of ending at the for- 
ward edge of the hood, continue 
forward and become a definite part 
of the front styling.

Compound Hydraulic Brakes. 

S.cudebaker engineers have added 
compound hydraulic brakes. Brake 
systems are more efficient in opera- 
tion and give more uniform tire 
wear if the braking on front wheels 
is somewhat greater than the brak- 
ing on the rear wheels. To this end 
Studebaker engineers have adopted 
hydraulic brakes and have made 
the pistons operating the front 
brake front shoes larger than those 
on the rear brake front shoes. All 
Stops are quick yet gradual. There 
is no pitching passengers forward. 

There are many new mechanical 
features. 

Free wheeling and automatic 
switch key starting are standard on 
Presidents and Commanders and 
optional at extra cost on Dictators.

Rear quarter window 
giasses are hinged and may be 
swung outwardly for more ventila-

EIPING became the center of the 
Pre controversy when Mayor Yuan 

Liang put stockingless legs and 
bare feet under the ban of his official 
disapproval. That stirred emancipated 
women to vigorous action, and wom- 
en's clubs presented written protests. 
They argued, among other things, that 
exposure of the feet and legs was ben- 
eficial to health, and that the bare- 
foot habit would help eradicate foot- 
binding, barbaric remnant of the Im- 
perial days, by means of which girls 
Prew up with tiny feet, known as 
‘“polden lilies,” for the admiration of 
their husbands. 

Canton broke into the morals fight 
by providing for separation of the 
sexes in public.

He followed that order up by forbid- 
ding men and women to walk or ride 
together in the streets and by order- 
ing women to be seated in different 
sections from men in theaters. 

The reaction from modernism next 
became acute in the Province of Shan- 
tung.

For Harry Green did not profit by 
a penny through the crimes for which 
he is now being punished. He stole 
(for that, in effect, is what he did) 
from the bank of which he was in 
charge in order to help needy clients. 
He took the money from the accounts 
of wealthy clients of the bank and 
transferred it to the accounts of those 
he wanted to assist. Not a dollar of 
this stolen money went into his own 
pockets. In fact, he even devoted 
$2000 of his own money to this ‘‘Rob- 
in Hood"’ sort of assistance. 

The prosecuting lawyer was eulogis- 
tic about Green's previous record. It 
had been due entirely to the latter's 
cleverness and hard work that the 
branch of which he was manager had 
been a great success. Green had al- 
ways had an excellent character and 
the bank had regarded him highly asa

An official 
from the inspection department of the 
bank's headquarters in London went 
to Norwich and gave Green his annual 
holiday, but told him to remain in or 
near the town. A few days later 

Green, went to London, saw a high of- 

ficial of the bank there and confessed: 

He was told to return to Norwich and 

put his confession in writing, which he 

did. 

According to the story told by the 
prosecuting lawyer, Green first be- 
came involved in this illegal assistance 
of needy bank clients in a somewhat 
curious and unusual manner. A poor 
client of the bank, referred to as Mr. 
S., who was in a difficult financial po- 
sition, went to Green, aroused his com- 
passion and asked for a bank loan of 
$250. Green made inquiries, rather 
indiscreet inquiries, to find out wheth- 
er the bank would be justified in mak- 
ing such a loan. He asked someone 
who did business with Mr. S. about it. 
When Mr. S. heard of it he was furi- 
ous, saying it would destroy hts busi- 
ness if it were known that he was ap- 
plying for a loan. 

This badly frightened Green, who 
feared that Mr. S. would sue the bank 
and that he, as manager, would get the 
blame. So the $250 loan was made, 
the first of a series of advances which 
were not in accord with the practices 
of the bank. 

The next case involved a firm which 
already bad secured a loan from the 
bank. The firm persuaded Green to 
advance a similar but, this time, unse- 
cured amount. Having obtained this 
second loan, the firm then demanded 
and obtained subsequent unsecured 
loans by telling Green that unless they 
obtained more money they might go 
bankrupt, in which case his first un- 
authorized loan would be disclosed. So 
poor Harry Green had to go on com- 
mitting more crimes to cover up his 
earlier ones. 

Being in charge of the books of the 
bank, Green 
was able to 
make elabo- 
rate  altera- 
tions in them. 
He robbed 
Peter to pay 
Paul. He drew 
money from 
rich accounts 
and paid it 
into poor ac- 
‘counts, so 
that when the 
books were in- 
spected' = they 
showed an ap- 
parently per- 
fectly satisfac- 
tory state of 
affairs. 

The  prose- 
cutor read a 
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letter which Green wrote to the bank, 
in which he said that he alone was 
responsible and that he had never ben- 
efited financially through the irregu- 
larities. He told how he had helped 
customers with $1250 left him by his 
mother and a legacy of $500 of his 
wife’s and $125 each of his two small 
sons’. The only reason Green gave for 
his illegal actions was ‘‘a complex in 
the shape of a dread of making a bad 
debt and the resultant efforts to avoid 
one.” He said that he had never gam- 
bled and was practically a total ab- 
stainer. Finally, he declared that “‘al- 
though the sums mentioned are very 
large, I do think a large proportion 
is recoverable." 

It was admitted by the prosecution 
that all of Green’s statements were 
true except the last one. As regards 
the firm which had received loans 
from him, it owed the bank $40,000 
above security, had gone bankrupt and 
would probably pay only 5 cents on 
the dollar. There was a further sum of 
$30,000 owed by a number of persons, 
not one of whom was worth suing. If 
the bank sued, they would go bankrupt 
and pay only the same percentage. 


REEN having pleaded ‘‘guilty,’’ 
er was nothing for the de- 

fense to do but to ask for len- 
iency from the Judge. “a. 2 
exaggeration to say,’ declared Green's 
lawyer, ‘‘that this is one of the most 
extraordinary cases one has ever had 
to deal with. Here is a case of a man 
who has gone to astonishing lengths 
in ingenuity and crime to benefit ap- 
parently everybody but himself. The 
only explanation I can think of is that 
he has been suffering from diabetes. 
This does give rise to grave mental 
changes. It may be that this illness 
this man is suffering from, and for 
which the bank was good enough to 
give him a present of £50, may have 
had some effect upon his mind which 
made him apparently unable to resist 
or stand up against these applications 
for overdrafts.”’ 

Addressing the Judge, Green said he 
felt his initial mistake in his illness 
was that he did not ask the bank to 
give him other duties. He had at times 
been on duty when his colleagues’ at- 
tention had been called to the fact that 
he had fallen asleep in the middle of 
an interview. He felt that if he asked 
to be moved he would lose status. 
When the depression came he was sor. 
ry to see his customers and friends go 
down and he was foolish to help them. 
He would take his punishment as a 
man. He knew he deserved it, but other 
people were being punished and he 
asked the Judge to deal mercifully 
with him for the sake of his wife and 
children. 

In pronouncing sentence, Mr. Jus- 
tice Hawke said he quite believed 
Green was often working in a condi- 
tion which must have made it diffi- 
cult for him to keep on working and 
to a large extent that may have ac- 
counted for what he had done.

MEXICO, D. F. 
N THE mountains 
of Oaxaca, sur- 
rounded by beauty 
and fertility, there 
is a place where 
time is running 
backward. There is 
a place where the 
long evolutionary 


process which pro- 
duced present-day man is being re- 
versed and humanity is dropping down 
the social and biological scale—a 
thousand times faster than it rose. It 
is a miniature picture of the destruc- 
tion that may be awaiting the entire 
human race. 

In Tiltepec the people are stunted, 
their arms are short and weak, their 
faces puffy, their abdomens distended. 
They are afflicted with goiter and flat 
feet. Eighty per cent are blind. They 
are ravaged by a disease called on- 
chocercosis, caused by a parasite, and 
beset by a plague of blood-sucking 
bats. And, steadily growing weaker 
as a community, steadily becoming less 
capable of coping with their environ- 
ment, they find the surrounding forest 
inexorably closing in on them. Some- 
thing like that, in the opinion of some 
scientists, may, in the distant future, 
make an end of mankind. 

Once a thriving town, the village of 
Tiltepec—the ‘Village of the Blind” 
—-now has only 120 inhabitants. They 
are descendants of one of the ancient 
Zapotec peoples, and still speak, due 
to long isolation in their remote moun- 
tain retreat, the ancient Zapotec 
tongue. Scientific experts of the Mex- 
ican Government are trying to solve 
the problems, the chief of which is 
onchocercosis, presented by the bio- 
logical degeneration of these villagers. 
Unless they succeed——-and rather soon 
—the village of Tiltepec seems doomed 
to disappear in the wilderness and a 
people to vanish from the earth. 

The disease which is considered 
mainly responsible for the deteriora- 
tion of this lonely group of people is 
caused by a microscopic, eel-like worm. 
It ts found also in tropieal Africa afd 
is closely akin to another tropical par- 
asite, the filaria, which causes filari- 
asis. The onchocerca parasites are 
spread by blood-sucking midges: the 
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prevalence of bats of vampirish hab- 
its in Tiltepec suggests a possibility 
that they also might be a factor there. 
The parasites cause skin eruptions, but 
their most radical effect and nearly 
the most immediate is the impairment 
of vision, apparently by a poison given 
off by the worms. 

It was 10 years ago that the scien- 
tific world got its first detailed, au- 
thentic. account of the strange, grim 
drama of nature that was being played 
in Tiltepec. The account came from 
Dr. Maximiliano Weihmann, one of the 
country’s outstanding eye specialists. 
At the invitation of General Onofre 
Jiminez, who was then Governor of the 
State of Oaxaca, Dr. Weihmann made 
an’ expedition to the mountain region 
which, since several small communli- 
ties of a few families, as well as Til- 
tepec, were afflicted, had becomé 
known as the country of the blind. 
After a difficult and dangerous jour- 
ney, he reached the dying village and 
examined the victims of the malady 
which was depriving a larger propor- 
tion of the inhabitants of their sight 
with each succeeding generation. 


R. WEIHMANN observed and 

studied not only the ravages of 

the disease, but other evidences 
of physical decline, and learned some- 
thing of the social and economic situ- 
ation of the villagers. Since then he 
has kept informed of developments 
and of efforts being made to save its 
population from extinction. 

The village of Tiltepec and its small 
neighboring settlements are difficult 
of access. The way to these remote 
highlands lies along narrow, rough 
mountain trails, which call for horse 
or mule transportation, through for- 
ests and valley, and finally through 
a stretch of tangled undergrowth and 
obscure paths. One of the dangers for 
the mountain wayfarer comes from 
the sudden, torrential rains that send 
raging torrents down gullies and 
stream beds. Close to the end of the 
journey there is a region of great 
beauty—-country where huge blue and 
purple butterflies paint the air and 
wild coffee bushes show berries of 
green and red. 

Every now and then the traveler 
comes to a small settlement whose

It once had more than 700 
inhabitants; now there are 
only 20. And what was 
known as the town of Ladu 
is now only a name and a 
clump of desolate ruins 
where no one lives any more. 

At Tiltepec, where the 20 
per cent of the population which can 
see tries to support the 80 per cent 
which is blind, the people live primi- 
tively in huts of mud and stone. They 
wear clothing, but they have slipped so 
far down the ladder of civilization, be- 
cause of their physical ills, that they 
do not have words for numbers or 
colors. A visitor once asked the ca- 
cique, or head man, how many huts 
there were in the town. The cacique 
didn't know, but he sent a young man 
who had not yet lost his sight to find 
out. The method of getting the infor- 
mation was disclosed when he re- 


turned with a double handful of small 


stones, each of which represented a 
hut. He had gone to each hut in the 
village and broken off a stone from 
its walls. 

According to Dr. Weihmann, the 
people of Tiltepec are not born blind. 
After they are attacked by the oncho- 
cerca parasite they first suffer from 
“night blindness,’ which makes it al. 
most imposible for them to see effect- 
ively when the sun sinks in the late 
afternoon. Then they begin to confuse 
red and green. By the time they reach 
maturity, the afflicted ones are totally 
blind.

bite. So the people of Tiltepec sleep 
on while the bats are robbing them of 
strength. 

The blood of some of the inhabi. 
tants of Tiltepec has become so thin 
that examining physicians have ex- 
pressed amazement that they could 
continue living. In addition to Dr. 
Weihmann, Dr. Carrumbe and Dr. Ra- 
mon Pardo, the latter dean of the 
Oaxaca School of Medicine, have made 
analyses which showed the extreme 
abnormality of the blood of these vil- 
lagers. 

The bats are beginninng to spread 
to other communities in their search 
for nourishment. Some had appeared 
at Ixtlan, a journey of two or three 
days on horseback from Tiltepec, a 
few years ago, and a committee of 
teachers of the town asked the Fed- 
eral Government for help in fighting 
the invasion. 

Ixtlan, like many of the other vil- 
lages near the “Country of the Blind,’ 
furnishes an example of the original 
strength of the natives of that part 
of the country.

It was in New York, too, 
but at one of the Philadel- 
phia Orchestra's subscription 
concerts there, that he under- 
took an experiment in lighting 
several years ago. In common 
with many concert-goers, he was 
sensitive to a hyper-accentuated 
glure on the orchestra. To get away 
from it, he presented the Brahms C 
Minor Symphony with the stage in 
as nearly complete darkness as pos- 
sible. But the players, if not the audi- 
ence, had to see the conductor. And so, 
in addition to the reading lights on the 
music stands, there was a baby spot- 
light directly over the conductor. His 
tossing, tinsel aureole shone like a sin- 
gularly energetic full moon among the 
starpoints of light scattered through 
the darkness. 


HAT was one of many experi- 
ments he did not follow up. An- 
other was the electrical instru- 
ment called the Theramin, which he 
took up with enthusiasm as soon as it 
was introduced. On one occasion he 
used it to reinforce the bass sections of 
the orchestra f{n a transcription, by 
himself, of a Bach number. The-effect 
in the basses was described as tremen- 
dous, if not terrific. 

His interest in things new and elec- 
trical has, however, made some lasting 
contribution to the pleasure of listen- 
ers to concerts by radio. Stokowski 
didn’t like the fact that every time he 
built up an orchestral crescendo, a 
radio engineer at the broadcast con- 
trols was twirling dials to discount it 
by a simultaneous electrical diminu- 
endo. Informed that orchestral vol- 
ume had to be held within bounds to 
prevent blowing out radio tubes, he 
decided to see what could be done 
about it. 

The first and simplest thing he did 
about it was to stand at the dials and 
watch the meters as the orchestra re- 
hearsed. When an indicator neared 
the danger point on a fortissimo, he 
warned the orchestra to ‘hold it 
down.’ As they repeated it within the 
range that could be handled by the 
average receiving set, he would say: 
“That, gentlemen, is the fortissimo 
for your radio concert. Remember, no 
louder.’ And so he was able to direct 
with some assurance—though it has 
been whispered about the radio studios 
that the assurance was unwarranted— 
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that he, 

and not 

the radio 

engineer, 

was in full 

control, and 

that what he 

heard was 

what went out 

over the air. 
But that was 

only the first step 

in several years of 

experiment, in co- 

operation with the Bell Telephone lab- 

oratories. The first simple method 

unduly restricted the orchestral range, 

and Stokowski felt that some enlarge- 

ment must be made in the radio out- 

let. At length, after various rear- 

rangements of the orchestra, revision 

of the methods of radio pick-up from 

the various sections and improvements 

of apparatus, he announced success, 

and on one occasion ‘‘directed”’ a con- 

cert by twirling control 

dials in Washington 

while his orchestra 

played in Philadelphia.

Hissing is no more likely to pro- 
voke a Stokowski lecture, how- 
ever, than applause at the wrong 
place. He has explained that he 

considers applause inartistic§ at 

best, tolerable only when gauged- 
and timed—-with exquisite nicety. His 
didactic campaign for that sort of pre- 
cision has led to many amusing inci- 
dents in 22 years devoted to educating 
an audience no less than building up 
an orchestra. 

Another weak spot of the Philadel- 
phia audience—-as elsewhere—was a 
tendency to arrive late and leave early. 
Stokowski closed the doors against 
late-comers. And then his breath-tak- 
ing dash to the podium, catching doz- 
ens still in the aisles for the first 
measures, provided a delicious incon- 
sistency. 


orchestra ultimately learned to 

come on time, and not to linger 
chatting with friends as zero hour ap- 
proached. But it frequently took 
strangers by surprise. Only two years 
ago, a New York reviewer for the Na- 
tion, who went down to Philadelphia 
to hear a Sibelius symphony, was so 
disturbed at losing its beginning in 
“the banging of seats and shuffling of 
feet,’’ that he couched his report in a 
series of pointed questions to the con- 
ductor. 

“Would it really be so much less 
satisfactory,’’ he asked in the heat of 
the moment, ‘‘to be admired chiefly 
for your noble interpretations and 
your adventurous spirit—instead of 
for your unpredictable temperament?” 

It was in this branch of the Sto- 
kowski curriculum for concert-goers 
that, in the final concert of 1926, he 
had his most famous run-in with an 
audience, The first number, Lekeu’s 
‘‘Fantasie,’’ opened with the concert 
master and solo ‘cellist in solitary 
something-or-other on an empty stage. 
In the succeeding measures, one after 
another musician scurried to his place 
—as late members of the audience 
were wont to hasten to theirs—seized 
his instrument and fell to. 

The second number, following the 
usual rush to seats after the first,

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was “The Ride of the Valkyries,’’ and 
it began with a comparable scramble 
of musicians to their places in the 
brass section. The final number was 
Haydn’s Farewell Symphony, and 
here the process was reversed, as 
one after another musician left the 
stage. 

By this time, dozens of the audience 
also were leaving, to congregate an- 
grily in the lobby. Many of them still 
were in a state of exasperated wonder- 
ment the following morning when the 
Philadelphia Record, disclosing that 
Stokowski had a “technical alibi’’ in 
the composers’ explicit directions for 
the opening and closing numbers-—de- 
spite the ‘‘striking coincidence” that 
the program notes failed to say so, 
and despite the ‘‘accented comedy” of 
the orchestra's maneuvers—explained. 
“Mr. Stokowski was laughing, not at 
their reception of a lesson in manners, 
but at their ignorance.”’ 

One of the juiciest things about a 
Stokowski lecture is the Stokowski ac- 
cent, a familiar mystery as well to 
millions, probably, of radio listeners. 
Stokowski——-he has always denied the 
rumor that his real name was Stokes 
—-was born in England, of Polish and 
Irish descent. But the accent is 
neither English, Polish nor Irish. It's 
Stokowski’s own. 

Stokowski says he was named for a 
grandfather back in the old country. 
His father, Joseph Boleslaw Koper- 
nicus Stokowski—-the composer's mid- 
dle names are Antoni Stanislaw—is 
said to have been forced from his na- 
tive land because of “insurgent po- 
litical opinions.’’ He refuses to dis- 
cuss the maternal side of his family, 
but his mother is said to have been 
a granddaughter of the Irish poet, 
Thomas Moore. 


E WAS born in London 52 
HH sears ago, played viola and 


tuba as well as piano and 
violin when he was 10 years old, 
and at 14 turned out a_é choral 
prize composition sung at St. Paul's 
by 400 voices. He took highest hon- 
ors at the Royal College of Organists, 
studied theory under Elgar and others, 
graduated at Queen's College, Oxford, 
made further music studies in France 
and Germany and returned as organist 
and choirmaster of St. James's, Pica- 
dilly. 

He was just 18 years old, and per- 
haps it was no mere coincidence that 
St. Bartholomew's, in New York, 
which needed an organist in a few 
years, heard about him through Sir 
Robert Baden-Powell, founder of the 
Boy Scouts. It is related that Dr. 
Leighton Parks of St. Bartholomew's 
took the ffrst boat to London, and, 
arriving at St. James's Church, called 
‘‘a tow-headed lad’’ out of a group 
playing football to ask ‘‘Can you tell 
me where to find Mr. Stokowski?”’ 

“lI am Mr. Stokowski,”’ said the 
‘lad,’’ who was 23 then. ‘‘What can 
I do for you?” : 

He was only 26 when he became 
conductor of the Cincinnati Symphony 
Orchestra. Alma Gluck, whom he had 
never met, sang with the orchestra his 
first season. When he went to her 
door to summon her for rehearsal, the 
story goes, she glanced at him and 
said, ‘‘All right, tell your father I'll be 
there directly.’ 

In 1912 he succeeded Carl Pohlig at 
Philadelphia, and exactly 10 years 
later became the first recipient of the 
$10,000 Bok award for the greatest 
service to his city. For years he has 
conducted without score, due, he says, 
to a mischance in London. On the 
way to a concert hall he was dismayed 
to find he had left his music at the 
hotel, but, going over it in his mind. 
discovered that it all came back to 
him and he could do just as well with- 
out the pages before him. 

‘In my play-time, I like best of all 
to paint,’’ he has said. ‘“‘When I have 
time in the spring, I go off to the farm 
of a friend and paint for several 
weeks.”’ 

That was in line with the announce- 
ment a few weeks ago that he was 
going off to a farm in California to 
raise ‘“‘strange and beautiful flowers” 
from the Orient. But it seems now 
that he’s more likely to stay in Phila- 
delphia, and admirers of the “strange 
and beautiful’’ will have to look for 
it in his music—or his stunts.

She has been 
here two and a half months now, 
and no story has yet been selected 
for her to direct. With smooth, 
black hair, combed straight back, 
eyes that flash intensely and good- 
humoredly, a handsome _ ruddy 
face, she wears a cherry-colored 
shirt with a black and white tie, 
woolen skirt and simple sport 
shoes. An Austrian who has been 
away from her native land most 
of her life, she is about 40, a 
warm, unaffected, impressive per- 
sonality. She sits forward on the 
edge of the comfortable office 
couch and describes her 
ences and opinions. Having acted 
and directed in the English The- 
ater in Berlin for many years, she 
speaks a fluent and only slightly 
accented English. 

“It was Christa Winsloe who 
wrote the original play from 
which ‘Maedchen in Uniform’ was 
taken. I didn’t, as some persons 
have insisted,”’ quietly 
but emphatically. 

“Yesterday and Today,’’ 
by Christa Winsloe and directed 
by Leontine Sagan, a play about a 
girl's school, had been very well 
received in Berlin. Carl Froelich, 
an independent producer, 
asked Leontine Sagan whether she 
would make a movie of the play.
